The  health  of  the  district  was  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition*  as  compared  with  pre-war  years*  in  spits  of  prevailing 
difficulties  in  respect  of  food  supply*  housing  aoeommodation,  and 
the  unusual  industrial  strain  imposed  upon  the  adult  section  of 
the  population^  Thar©  was  no  speeS-al  cause 'of  sickness 
throughout  the  year  specially  worthy  of  note© 

The  number  of  deaths  of  residents  in  the  year  was  293*  and  the 
death  rate  calculated  on  the  Registrar  General8^  estimate  of 
population  was  10® 3  • 

Infant  deaths  numbered  32  -  4  less  than  the  previous  year® 

The  death  rate  per  1*000  births  was  57® 

Since  1939*  this  rate  has  slightly  increased  above  our  record 
rate  in  pre-war  years*  Since  1940  when  the  rate  was  80  per  1*00 0 
births*  there  has  been  a  gradual  decline  to  the  present  figure® 

The  heath  services  in  this  department  (Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare)  have  bean  well  maintained*  and  show  a  healthy  expansion* 
indeed*  both  of  these  services  have  already  ovsr^roaohad  o*ur  Clinic 
accommodation*  and  the  capacity  of  our  present  Staff*  a  matter 
which  will  call  for  early  improvement  as  Soon  as  •oncLitions  permit® 

The  general  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  children  aged  1-5 
years  attending  the  Clinics  is  excellent*  very  fevr  cases  of 
malnutrition  were  seen*  and  little  evidence  of  deficiency  diseases® 

Immunisation  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year®  Special 
efforts  were  mad©  to  secure  the  treatment  of  children  in  the 
age  group  1  5  years*  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated 

percentage  of  this  age  group  who  had  received,  treatment  was  70$  *  as 
compared  with  58$  at  the  end  of  1942® 

Good  work  has  been  carried  out  at  our  Clinic  for  the  cleansing 
and  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  Scabies *  Impetigo  and 
Verminous  conditions®  Excellent  premises  are  available  for  the 
work* 

A  Day  Nursery  School*,  with  accommodation  for  25  children  is 
provided  for  the  care  of  young  children  (2  «  5  years)  whose  Mothers 
are  engaged  in  war  work*  arrangements  are  well  advanced  to  provide 
larger  and  more  convenient  premises*  which  will  accommodate  60 
children  » 

The  most  pressing  need  for  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the 
population  is  the  provision  of  now  houses*  to  relieve  the  present 
overcrowded  condition®

SCABIES  ORDERS 

Scabies  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the  year*  chiefly 
amongst  the  schoolchildren*  and  children  under  school  age® 

Cases  were  notified  from  276  families*  and  on  investigation* 

492  individuals  were  found  to  be  infected  in  these  families* 
including  in  many  cases*  both  parents® 

Treatment  is  given  at  our  clinic  by  a  trained  Ambulance  Officer 
who  also  visits  the  infected  homes*  and  gives  advice  for  the 
disinfection  of  clothing  and  bedding*  and  for  improving  home 
conditions® 

Excellent  premises  for  treatment  are  available  in  the  Gounty  . 
Council  School  Clinic*  with  the  kind  permission  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer®

Prophylactic  agent  is  provided  free  by  the  Council^  and 
Practitioners  are  paid  a  fee  agreed  upon  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  British  Medical  Association*  for  each  child  Immunised 3. 

This  scheme'  was  adopted  by  the  Council*  and  operates  in  the  district

persons®  The  Insulin  is  obtained*  as  usual*  on  the  pre script ion 
of  the  Doctor*  from  the  local  Ghemists*  and  the  cost  is  paid  by 
the  Council*,  at  the  prescribed  rates©  .

4  Cases 'of  .Diphtheria  occur ed  In  3  families,  in  the  first  week 
of  January®  The  disease  was  of  a  very  severe  type*  and  there  were 
3  deaths®  None  of  these  children  had  been  Immunised®  These  were 
the  only  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  throughout  the  year©

Hat  and  Mouse  Destruction^ 

Infestation  Qflderg  1943a 

In  1942,  the  functions  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  under  the  Hats  and  Mice  Destruction  Acts  were 
transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Food6 

In  vi ew  of  the  importance  of  preserving  foodstuffs ,  and 
rhe  prevention  of  disease,  both  vital  matters  in  which  rats 
could  be  a  serious  menace,  *Mrs  G0  Cooley,  who  had  for  many 
years  been  engaged  periodically,  was  appointed  full-time  rat 
catcher,  in  September,  1942 * 

This  appointment  has  greatly  simplified  the  carrying  0ut 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Infestation  Order,  dated  6th  May,  1943 
and,  although  there  have  been  no  major  infestations  in  the 
Borough,  your  rat-catcher activities  have  resulted  in  the 
destruction  of  2,819  rats  and  801  mice®
